is “ to prevent a Communist takeover of 
South Vietnam. 
"That remains our objective and we w ill 
abide by that objective in this administra­ 
tion," Laird said. "The negotiation track 
or the Vietnamization track, either one, 
will make it possible that there will not bt‘ 
a Communist takeover in Vietnam” 
If negotiations do not succeed. Laird, 


said "we will move loi-ward with the 
Vietnamization track " lie said programs 
to build up the South Vietnamese forces to

Laird was interviewed on CBS News’

Firemen seeking pay hike 
get Oct. 30 court date 


The Countv International Firefighters’ 
Union, Local 2046, which has filed suit 
against Santa Barbara County for the 
purpose of winning a higher pay boost this 
year than the 24 per cent granted to 
county firemen, will go to Superior Court 
Oct. 30 to press for a peremptory writ of 
mandata. 


The Oct. 30 court appearance was set 
after filing of the suit. 
It is not yet known which judge will hear 
the firemen's plea for the court to set aside 
the 24 per cent increase as insufficient. 
Firemen are seeking a 74 per cent pay 
boost retroactive to July 1, when the 
smaller increase became effective. 


The firefighters’ union, winch boasts a 
membership of 100 firemen, lost out earlier 
this year in an endeavor to win the higher 
pay increase. The Board of Supervisors 
upheld recommendations of 24 percent by 
the personnel department. 
Firemen contend that the county has 
ignored pay data for firemen from other 
jurisdictions which would raise the local 
rate if pay of the comparable outside 
agencies were taken into consideration 
County officials claim that a reduction of 
hours from 72 to 66 per week has the effect 
of giving the firemen even more than a 74 
per cent increase. Firemen reply that they 
gave up holiday concessions to get the duty 
week reduction

The deaths of a Roman Catholic housewife and a 
Protestant youth raised the province’s overall three-year 
fatality toll to 595 
The Catholic boy, James Doherty, was found Sunday 
lying near his home in the Catholic Turf Lodge area of 
Belfast with a bullet wound in his head after shots had been 
heard in the district. 
Doctors at Belfast’s Royal Victoria Hospital said: “ We 
are doing all we can to save this youngster s life—he is in 
very serious condition.” 
In Londonderry about 9.000 Catholic men, women and 
children staged a peaceful march Sunday to mark a civil 
rights parade there four years ago. The Oct 5, 1968. parade 
ended in clashes between police and the marchers and 
helped trigger the Northern Ireland crisis. 
After the march British troops fired rubber bullets to 
disperse about 500 Catholic youths who tried to stone an 
army post in the Catholic Bogside district with a metal pipe 
battering ram.

200 century 
old skeleton 
found 


EL 
CENTRO. 
Calif. 
(U P I)— A person who died 
about 200 centuries ago and 
was buried beneath a pile of 
rocks 
appears 
to 
have 
provided scientists with the 
oldest human skeleton found 
in the Western Hemisphere 
Preliminary dating by the 
carbon-14 process has esta­ 
blished a tentative age for 
the skeleton of 21,500 years, 
Morlin Childers, 54, said 
Sunday. 
Childers is an amateur 
archeologist. 
praised 
by 
professionals for his skills, 
who has been conducting 
research in the Southern 
California desert 
He found the skeleton in a 
ravine in the Yuha Desert 
about 30 miles southwest of 
here, and about half a mile 
from 
heavily 
travelled 
California 98 
Childers said that w hen he 
sighted the pile of rocks “ I 
knew they had to have been 
placed there by man, not 
nature.” 
He dug and found the 
skeleton about 14 inches 
below the surface. Childers 
said. 
The oldest known human 
skeleton 
found 
in 
the 
Western Hemisphere before 
Childers’ discovery was one 
located in Peru that was 
dated at 17,500 years old 
A human bone found in 
Los Angeles’ La Brea tar 
pits was tentatively classed 
as being 23,000 years old, 
but

conclusive determination 
Most of the skeleton is 
now at the anthropology 
laboratory of the University 
of Arizona in Tucson where 
researchers are attempting 
to determine the age. sex 
and details about the living 
conditions of the person.

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From the business of Saints to moral 'turpitude' 
Ex-priest faces deportation 
School days on the bounding main

M I L W A U K E E , Wis. - 
<NEA) 
— When 
Benedict 
Lawrence Butler was a boy, 
living in South Africa, he 
made a solemn promise to 
his Irish mother: He would 
go to America, become a 
priest — and spend his life 
working at the business of 
samts. 


That was 36 years ago. 


The promise never quite 
worked out. 


The boy did emigrate to 
America. 
Did 
become 
a 
priest. But today, the 59- 
year-old Benedict Butler is 
more sinner than saint. His 
mother (“ dead many years 
now” ) can no longer care, 
but his adopted land does. 
And therein lies a sad, sim­ 
ple, sorry story. 


Let Butler himself begin 
it: 


“ I was one of 12 children. 
In a little town I can hardly 
even spell anymore: O-u-d-t- 
s-h-o-o-r-n. 
Oudtshoorn. 
In 
South Africa. My father and 
mother were both religious. 
Especially my mother. She 
was strict Catholic. Anyway, 
they always wanted one of us 
children to become a priest 
or a nun. One of my brothers 
was picked out early and 
groomed for the job, but then 
he decided to get married 
That 
broke 
my 
mother’s 
heart. I still remember her 
and dad sitting up late at 
night talking sadly about it 
I 
couldn't 
take 
that. 
I 
couldn’t bear to see them so 
unhappy. So I decided to take 
my brother’s place. I didn’t 
really want to become a 
priest, but I wanted to please 
my parents. So I left South 
Africa and came to Amer­ 
ica to start my training.” 


Butler arrived in Wash­ 
ington. D C., in 1936 and en­ 
rolled in Catholic Univer­ 
sity. He stayed there, for the 
next 10 years, on a student 
visa. He never became a 
citizen. At first he didn't 
want to—then, after a while, 
when 
he decided to stay 
permanently. “ I t h o u g h t 
about citizenship, but I just 
didn’t think it was neces­ 
sary.” When he became a 
priest officially, he applied 
for and received a perma­ 
nent resident visa, in 1947. 


His first assignment in the 
world of goodness was at 
the Blessed Trinity Church 
in Washington. Then he was 
transferred to the Milwaukee 
diocese. Holy Cross Church.

Then to St. Theresa Then to 
a parochial school “ But all 
this time.” he says, “ while I 
was moving around. I was 
not happy. The priesthood 
was not a vocation for me I 
knew that deep inside 1 had 
taken all the vows, but. in­ 
side. I wasn’t really a priest. 
Can you understand that? I 
wasn’t really a priest and 
this bothered me all the 
time.” 
In 1951 Benedict Butler 
took his collar and his cross 
and placed them in storage. 
“ I didn’t quit. I wasn’t ex­ 
communicated or anything. 
I just decided it would be 
best if I stopped preaching.” 
He tells of the decision, even 
now, with apprehension As 
if God was going to get him 
for it. As if God, indeed, al­ 
ready has. 
Butler learned a new trade 
quickly. Tire recapping. He 
says he became a steady, re­ 
liable 8-to-5 worker. “ I was 
with one company for 10 


years Never late for work 
I was clean My record was 
clean I worked my way up 
to foreman and I once had 
35 men under me ” Still, the 
new job was not totally satis 
fying. Perhaps because But­ 
ler could not forget his con­ 
science 
" It ’s not easy to 
just quit being a priest." 


He 
never 
married. 
He 
never formed close friends 
He 
became 
one 
of 
the 
masses, another face in the 
inner city, and a very lonely, 
very troubled, very vulner­ 
able man. 


In 
time, 
Butler 
started 
drinking. Wrongly Heavily 
Alone in his room, late at 
night, with a TV shining in 
one corner. He was not, he 
says, an alcoholic But never 
mind the terminology 
He 
got loaded with increasing 
frequency, got in with equal­ 
ly inebriated pals, and got 
finally into crime “ Over the 
years 1 guess I cashed thirty- 


to-thirty-five forged checks. 
I don’t know exactly how 
many. Thirty, thirty-five or 
more. Including one federal 
check for $98 80, it was a 
welfare check. I never stole 
any of the checks. I just 
cashed them 
I don’t know 
why. Most of the time, I 
think, 1 was drunk .’’ 


Last year, on Holy Thurs­ 
day, Milwaukee police ar­ 
rested 
Butler 
on 
several 
counts Since then two courts 
have given him five years 
probation And now the real 
crisis arises. Noting that the 
ex-pritst, though 36 years in 
America, is not a citizen, im­ 
migration authorities recent 
ly stepped in with a charge 
of their own. “ Any alien con­ 
victed of two crimes involv­ 
ing moral turpitude is sub­ 
ject to deportation." 


In other words, says But­ 
ler. “ They are thinking about 
kicking me out of America. 
Like I was in the Mafia or 
something. I told them I was 
sorry for what I did. I told 
them 1 loved America But 
they still said I may have to 
go back to South Africa ” 


And so it is Three-and-a- 
half decades after his prom­ 
ise to his mother, Benedict 
Butler is increasingly sorry 
he ever tried to make her 
happy He works now, on a 
night shift, alone, in a Mil­ 
waukee 
alcoholic 
rehabili­ 
tation center He ha> been a 
failure, a drunk, a crook and 
a jailbird 
Now he ha^ to 
worry about his future as 
well as his past 
“ If they 
send me back. I don’t know 
what I ’d do 1 don't remem­ 
ber South Africa I don’t re­ 
member anybody there. I ’m 
an American 
1 never took 
out the papers, okay 
1 did 
some bad things, okay But 
I'm an American.” 


Chances are Benedict But­ 
ler will remain an Ameri­ 
can 
Immigration 
officials 
say that about 17.500 aliens 
are deported annually. 250- 
300 of them for criminal ac­ 
tivities: but Butler's case, so 
tar, may not be so serious. 
Given his work as a priest 
and 
his 
spotless 
previous 
years as a U.S. resident he 
will “ most likely” be repri­ 
manded but not deported 
Besides, says one immigra­ 
tion authority, “ From what 
1 hear about Mr. Butler’s 
life, it may be that the man 
has a l r e a d y s u f f e r e d 
enough.”

Yes for veterans 


Propositions 10 and 12 on the November 
7 ballot are concerned with veteran 
benefits, 
more 
specifically, 
disabled 
veterans. 
Proposition 10 would permit the State 
Legislature to 
increase property tax 
exemption from $5,000 to $10,000 for 
veterans who are blind due to service- 
connected disabilities. 
This 
amendment 
brings 
the 
blind 
veterans exemption in line with the 
current exemption granted to paraplegic 
veterans. 
Preposition 12 is, in a way, related to 
Proposition 10 inasmuch as it extends the 
$10,000 exemption to blinded vets who have 
lost an arm or a leg. It also extends the 
$10,0(H) exemption to veterans who have 
lost an arm and a leg, or who have been

deprived of both arms. 
Proposition 
12 repairs inequities in 
present 
veteran 
benefit 
laws. 
For 
example, a veteran who has lost both legs 
presently 
qualifies 
for 
a 
$10,000 
exemption. Rut not one who has lost an 
arm and a leg. The blind veteran presently 
receives a $5,000 exemption, which would 
be raised to $10.000 with passage of 
Proposition 
10, 
but 
no 
additional 
consideration is given a blind veteran if he 
also has lost an arm or a leg. 
Disabled veterans, certainly of this 
nature, do not have equal opportunities at 
making a living as a whole person. We 
believe that everything should be done to 
at least make it more equal. 
We 
recommend 
a 
“ yes’ 
vote 
on 
Proposition 10 and 12. 


Jewish vote 


NEW YORK - Of all the sad 
aspects of what has thus far been a 
wretched campaign the injection of 
the status of Jews seeking to 
emigrate from the Soviet Union 
must rate high Inevitable though it 
may have been with both sides 
bidding for the Jewish vote, the 
lengths to which this has gone 
exceed anything in past elections. 
Here in New York 
the other day Sen. 
George McGovern 
told a Jewish group 
that he would vote 
against 
most 
• 
favored 
nation 
treatment for the 
Soviet 
Union 
if 
Moscow 
persisted 
in demanding an 
exit tax 
up 
to 
$35,000 for permission to emigrate. 
Most-favored 
nation 
treatment 
means merely that in any trade 
agreement the Soviets would get the 
same tariff preference rates as 
other most - favored nations. 
A little later President Nixon, 
speaking to another Jewish group, 
made 
up 
chiefly 
of 
his 
own 
supporters, was reported as saying 
he would not demagogue the issue. 
This aroused the wrath of the 
National 
Conference 
on 
Soviet 
Jewry, made up of 34 national 
Jewish agencies and community 
groups in 22 cities In a night - long 
session marked by fiery speeches 
the conference agreed on a strongly 
worded letter —couched almost as a 
demand — to the President calling 
on him to compel the Soviet Union to 
revoke the emigration tax 
In Washington the White House is 
reported resentful of this approach, 
with renewed determination, in the 
Nixon 
phrase, 
to 
refuse 
to 
demagogue the issue. One speaker 
at the conference, demanding a 
meeting with high-level officials, 
declared, according to news reports 
that they would not be forced off 
with “ The White House Jew.” a 
reference to Leonard Garment with 
whom 
leaders 
had 
met 
This 
reference 
caused 
particular 
resentment. 
Such a blunt attack could in the 
not-too-distant future have directly 
the opposite of the desired effect. 
President Nixon at this writing 
seems sure to be re-elected by an 
overwhelming majority. In a second 
term with no possibility of running 
again, he could well take a tougher 
stand in trying to compromise the 
Arab - Israeli conflict 
When 
Henry 
Kissinger, 
the 
President’s adviser on security 
affairs, returned from his latest 
mission 
to 
Moscow 
he 
was 
questioned about whether he had 
brought up the issue of the Jews in 
his sessions with Leonid Brezhnev 
and other Soviet leaders He replied 
that it had been raised, as it was 
also when the President was in 
Moscow for his historic meeting in 
May, 
It is important to understand the 


position of Kissinger, himself a Jew. 
in this volatile, emotional matter. 
His conviction, the motivation back 
of all that he and the President have 
done in promoting better relations 
with the communist superpower, is 
that only in this way can tensions be 
eased

State 
officials 
are 
claiming 
publicly the 
juvenile 
probation 
subsidy program 
is 
working. 
Privately, even some bureaucrats 
admit the juvenile program, under 
which counties receive a state 
subsidy for putting young offenders 
on probation — not back into the 
community for better or worse — is 
as dismal a failure as the adult 
probation subsidy program 


The Los Angeles 
Police Department 
has 
conducted 
a 
“ Hardcore” 
mon­ 
itoring program on 
the plan and State 
Senator 
H. 
L 
Richardson 
calls 
the success of the 
program a fraud. 


The study covered 
a six-month period 
A detective division 
in March 


compiled 
and 
gave to, among 
others, its Juvenile Division a list of 
49 
juveniles 
“ believed 
to 
be 
responsible for a significant number 
of auto thefts and other related 
crimes” in the area 
Also given 


copies of the 49-name list were the 
Los Angeles County chief probation 
officer and the presiding judge of 
the county ’s juvenile court 
At the end of six months, 28 of the 
49 had been arrested at least once; 
the 28 together had a total of 54 
arrests and one had averaged an 
arrest a month for the period. 
So far, the Los Angeles officers 
have had time to study the probation 
records of only 13 individuals of the 
28 single and multiple arrestees, but 
even those baker’s dozen present a 
startling picture of the way the 
probation program is working at the 
juvenile level 
The 13 have a record of 176 
arrests, and police officers asked 
juvenile court action be taken in 116 
in the arrests, with the others 
settled by counseling or release of 
the subject. 
In only 59 of the 116 cases 
involving only 13 of the "Hardcore” 
study cases was a juvenile court 
filing 
made 
by 
the 
probation 
department 
During the six months covered by 
the study, the 13 subjects have been 
arrested 39 times. Police have asked 
for juvenile court action in 33 of the 
cases, and the probation department 


has taken such action in only seven 
Richardson 
calls 
this 
“ yo-yo 
justice.” He says “ whether or not 
these youngsters can be helped is 
not the only issue — in the 
meantime, society is not being 
protected from them.” He adds; 
“ They get arrested but go right back 
out onto the street, even at the time 
they are arrested, they know they 
will be going right back onto the 
street.”

League of Conservation Voters says. 
Energy and tim­ 
ber 
policy, 
mass 
transit and water 
pollution legislation 
and a general atten­ 
tiveness 
to 
cor­ 
porate 
persuasion 
were fingered by 
the League as Mr. 
Nixon’s 
environ­ 
mental soft spots. 
That the President has hiked the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
budget from $701 million in fiscal 
1971 to $15. billion for ’73 and 
expanded 
some 
programs 
is 
undeniable, the group narrates, but 
economic realities have put the 
skids to his ecological momentum 
During his first two years, they 
cite, the chief executive spoke in 
terms of an "ecological disaster” 
and said of countermeasures that it 
was "literally now or never ” But he 
slowed down in 1971, the League 
describes, first telling Congress not 
to expect environmental miracles 
and 
then assuring 
the Detroit 
Economic Club that he wasn’t going 
to let environmental issues be used 
basically to destroy the system, 
the industrial system that made this 
the great country that it is." 
The economy, the high cost of 
environmental

and

unwillingness to erode the corporate 
basis of Republican support were 
Nixon’s concerns in this apparent 
turnabout, the summary says, and

This led the Nixon administration

geared to filling "demand” rather 
than to preserving resources or 
developing less costly and less 
polluting alternatives. 
Example; 
the President’s ordering of two 
demonstration fastbreeder nuclear 
power reactors and the AEC’s plans 
for a system of 2,600 more though 
plutonium is highly expensive and 
dangerous and research on solar and 
other alternatives is described by

underfunded.” 


Another 
cited 
example;

President’s increase of the volume 
of permissable logging though the 
Forest Service is now five million 
acres behind in reforestation. 


Examples given in the summary 
of 
accessibility 
to 
corporate 
interests include Mr. Nixon’s urging 
passage of the Mass Transit Act of 
1970 but his administration allowing 
only $500 million of the $1.5 billion 
authorized by the bill to be spent for 
Mass Transit The President signed 
the Clean Air amendments of 1970 
into law in another example, but his 
aide William Ruckleshaus later told 
a United Press reporter that the 
administration wouldn't close down 
Chrysler or General Motors if either 
did not meet emission standards
